STRIKE ENDS 


6,000 Employes Are 
Covered by Union 
Sign Up 


After five months of strike, re- 
tail clerks, elevator operators and 
janitors returned to work at The 
Emporium, Sears-Roebuck and the 
J. C, Penney company in San Fran- 
cisco, 

The agreement was reached after 
many conferences with the em- 
ployers’ council and representatives 
of the San Francisco labor council. 

Terms of the agreement provide 
wage increases of the employes be 
negotiated for 30 days. If agree- 
ment on salaries has not been 
reached by that time, the difference 
will be referred to an arbitrator. 

Twenty stores are covered by 
terms of the new agreement, al- 
though only three were picketed 
during the long-drawn-out contro- 
versy. Approximately 6,000 retail 
clerks and other employes are af- 
fected by the sign up.

Of Local Printers 


By agreement between the em- 
ploying book and job printers and 
Oakland Typographical Union No. 
36, all terms and conditions of the 
agreement in effect February 13, 
1942, within the jurisdiction of the 
union, will have full force and 
effect in all commercial composing 
rooms beginning today. 

The agreement provides an in- 
crease in wages of $2.50 per week, 
or 50 cents per day, on all shifts, 
including one week’s vacation with 
pay.

The executive board of the international brotherhood of 
teamsters authorized President Daniel J. Tobin to turn 
over $8,000,000 of the union’s funds to the United States 
government as a loan without interest. 

Mr. Tobin expressed the hope that this trailblazing 
move might start a tremendous flow of interest-free funds 
into the federal treasury from many organizations. 

“The problem that overbalances all others now,” he said, 
“is that our country is at war and in danger. The govern- 
ment must raise huge sums by borrowing to finance the 
war effort. The teamsters’ union wants to help the govern- 
ment to the limit of its capacities and it does not want to 
charge the government for this service.

Speed Production, 
Cut Red Tape, Is 
Request of AFL 


Proposals to Expedite 
Production Ignored, 
A. F. of L. Declares 


Defense officials were assailed 
recently by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for pigeonholing 
most of organized labor’s proposals 
to speed war production. 

“In the past year A. F. of L. 
representatives and committees 
have submitted a number of plans 
designed to expedite production, 
accelerate conversion and assure 
more workable ways: of fitting the 
workers into jobs which they are 
best equipped,” declared Boris 
Shiskin, A. F. of L. economist. 


“Some of these proposals 
have been given consideration. 
Most of them, however, al- 
though the product of earnest 
and hard thinking by men who 
know their industry and trade, 
still repose in the file cabinets, 
cluttering up space. 

“Their application would have 
had a far-reaching effect on speed- 
ing up war contracts. But they got 
lost in the languid stream of inter- 
office memoranda and never 
reached the production line.” 


Shiskin charged that “labor has 
not been able to make its full con- 
tribution to war production plan- 
ning, because it has neither been 
consulted nor informed before poli- 
cies were shaped.” He blamed much 
of the present large-scale slaughter 
of jobs by “priorities” on the 
failure to consult labor. 


The federation’s economist called 
for “joint consultation and joint 
planning” by labor, government 
and management to avert a “Pearl 
harbor for American industry.”

An official statement of labor policy in the war production 
program, designed to safeguard the rights of workers and at 
the same time promote maximum production effort, was made 
public by Secretary of Labor Perkins. 

The labor policies were approved by the war, navy and labor 


departments and have been 
endorsed by the American 
Federation of Labor. Posters 
giving the text of the statement 
will be displayed for the in- 


The text follows: 


peace with victory and to this end 
he has ordered all war facilities to 
proceed immediately on a 24-hour- 
a-day, 7-days-a-week production 
basis. Time is short and the presi- 
dent’s command must be complied 
with now. 


“The challenge to our freedom 
can and must be met at once by 
heroic efforts on the part of man- 
agement, labor and government. 
Wherever and whenever local labor 
markets are exhausted, and pend- 
ing conversion of non-defense ma- 
chine capacity and workers and the 
training of new workers, men and 


every machine running continuous- 
ly regardless of the sacrifice en- 
tailed. 


“Shortages in available labor in 


|the critical days ahead require re- 


laxations in accepted standards. 
3ut every effort should be directed 


|}toward shortening the period dur- 


ing which all-out production is de- 
pendent upon continuance of these 
relaxations. Industry must convert 
machinery and recruit and train 
labor as fast as humanly possible 
to assure early return to sound 
labor standards which over any 
protracted period are essential to 
the maintenance of maximum pro- 
duction. Any other policy would 
be shortsighted since ultimately 
the quality and quantity of our 
production would be seriously im- 
paired. These standards are the 
mechanisms of efficiency.

“All labor resources should be 
utilized to their maximum effi- 
ciency, and in particular full use 
made of all qualified local labor, 
The United States employment ser- 
vice is the official recruiting 
agency for industry. Management 
and labor have been specifically 
requested to use to the fullest pub- 
lic employment offices and should 
comply with this request. To this 
end federal and state authorities 
must devote their entire energies, 
giving intelligent guidance and ef- 
fective coordination to, and where 
necessary, supplementing the ef- 
forts of industry. 


“This all-out program of produc- 
tion requires the employment of all 
labor in accordance with those 
practices which will result in the 
maximum continued output of 
every individual. The sole test of 
labor standards must be the effect 
on the efficiency of the individual 
to insure top war _ production. 
Based on this test the state laws 
and regulations embracing the fol- 
lowing basic principles should be 
preserved except where modifica- 
tion may be necessary during the 
war period to assure maximum pro- 
duction: 

“(1) A maximum 48-hour 
week, since weekly hours in 
excess of this standard have 
been demonstrated to result in 
decreased rather than increased 
production when continued for 
any extended period of time. 

“(2) An 8hour day, or the 
daily hours customarily worked 


“The grim period of adjustment 


in the particular establishment, 
industry or community. 

“(3) One-day-of-rest-in-seven, 
because experience has shown 
that this interlude has a re- 
vitalizing effect on the worker 
| and a consequent beneficial ef- 
| fect on the total output. 
| “(4) Adaptation of the hours 
| Of labor and working conditions 

to the age and sex of the 
| worker and the nature of the 
occupation. 

“(5) Provision should be 
made for adequate meal and 
rest periods from continuous 
| work in order to preserve 

health and efficiency. 

“(6) Proper safeguards for 
health and safety to go hand in 
hand with production and 
efficiency and, therefore, great- 
er care must be exercised in 
making plant conditions safe 
and healthful. 

“(7) Wage rates for women 
should be the same as for men, 
including the entrance rate. 
“These standards must be re- 

laxed if and when necessary for 
total war production. There must 
be no relaxation of standards gov- 
erning employment of minors 
under the age of 16, At the same 
time there must be vigilance to 
prevent any unnecessary abroga- 
tion or suspension of labor laws 
and regulations. There is no oc- 
casion to engage in a blanket sus- 
pension of labor standards, It 
would be unwise to sacrifice, where 
| sacrifice is not required, the safe- 
| guards with which the country has 
sought to protect labor. Social 
gains, not inconsistent with war 
needs, must be conserved.”

AFL Sweeps Vote In 
Western Union 


Green Sees Wider Gains 
After Chicago and 
Indianapolis Victories 


The American Federation of La- 
bor is sweeping to victory in elec- 
tions of western union employes 
throughout the nation and expects 
to have the entire system organ- 
ized before the end of the year. 

Two new cities joined the AFL 
fold within the past week—Chicago 
and Indianapolis.
